Saginaw Seeks Police 
And Firemen Recruits 


A Police-Fire recruiting team 
from Saginaw, Michigan, will be 
in Grayling on Friday, February 
24, 11 a. m. to 6 p. m. to seek ap- 
plicants for the Police and Fire 
service in that city. A special mo- 
bile recruiting station will be lo- 
cated at Glens Market in the Up- 
state Shopping Center. 

The visit to Grayling is part of 
an intensified recruiting effort to 
filt vacancies in the Saginaw Po- 
lice and Fire Departments. A 
change in the State Civil Service 
law (Act 78), has recently made 
the recruitment of non-residents 
possible for the first time. 

The recruiters at the “‘mobile re- 

cruiting station’ will screen po- 
tential recruits to insure that they 
meet the minimum standards of 
being a high school graduate (or 
GED equivitant),- between-21- an 
31 years of age and at least 5’ 7%" 
but_no more than 6’ 5”. Qualified 
interested candidates will then be 
invited to Saginaw to complete the 
selection procedure. 
_ Saginaw Police Patrolmen are 
presently paid $6,327 to start and 
increase. automatically to $7,106 in 
three years. A 5% shift different- 
ial is paid to those patrolmen as- 
signed to the evening shifts. Fringe 
benefits inctude nineteen days va- 
cation after one year, paid sick 
and emergency leave, life and 
health insurance, and an excellent 
retirement system.
